Best Way to Wash Fiannel.

The flannels should 
be. rubbed between the hands, not on 
a board, and dipped up and down in 
the suds until they are free from dirt 
and stains. Squeeze them with the 
bands until as much water as possible 
ig removed and then rinse in water of 
the same temperature as that in which 
they were washed. Wring out again. 
hang in the shade and press them out 
on the wrong side while still .damp. 
Flannels should never be placed in the 
sun to dry or they will shrink. Spe 
cial .care should also be taken when 
rubbing the garments to see that all 
the dirt is removed before they are 
wrung out and hung up to dry.
